Audley [Pirehill] (St James the Great) (vicarage} 
From 1624 to 1681 Audley was in the patronage of Randal Egerton of Betley esquire 1619-1681 
(son of Ralph Egerton 1539-1610) (or his guardian until 1640). 
In 1646 the ministerial salary of about £26/13/4 pa was to be augmented by up to £50. 
In Jan 1661.2 a clerical subsidy of £2 was paid. 
In 1665 the vicarage was valued at £12. 
In 1665 the parish of six townships - Audley, Bignall End, Eardley End, Halmer End, Knowl End and 
Park End - was part of a compound constablewick {Audley} (which also contained the parish of 
Talk-on-the-Hill ).

The parish of six townships - Audley, Bignall End, Eardley End, 
Halmer End, Knowl End and Park End - was part of a compound constablewick {Audley} (which 
also contained the parish of Talk-on-the-Hill ).

William Kelsall (vicar of Audley) 1566-1649 

Audley, christened on 11 Jan 1565.6 at Audley, was 1st son of James Kelsall of Audley c1526-1583 
and (his 2nd wife) Joan (Short). He was only educated to literate grade. He was (presumably) 
ordained deacon and on 25 Jan 1589.90 ordained priest by Lichfield. On 2 Jul 1590, perhaps after 
presentation by (the patron) Ralph Egerton of Betley esquire 1539-1610, he was instituted vicar of 


Audley. About 1602/4 he was described as "Scholaris ruralis et sacrarum litterarum experitus" and 
"A mere worldling, no preacher, no degree". In 1604 the vicarage was valued at £26/13/4 and about 
that time Kelsall may have been granted a turn (or turns) to present at Audley by (his father-in-law 
and predecessor) Andrew Beech c1537-1610. In 1627 Kelsall's 3rd son John Kelsall 1604-1669 was 
ordained deacon and priest and thereafter likely served as a stipendiary curate at Audley assisting 
his father. From 5 Feb 1643.4 the father and son continued here as compliant minister and 
compliant assistant minister. That month William Kelsall "took royal protestation" and is said to 
have been imprisoned and fined £32. On 1 Mar 1643.4 he was ordered to pay the Staffordshire 
parliamentary committee £20 in support of parliament and on 21 Mar made payment with "a mare 
valued to £8 and ... in mony 20 marks [£13/6/8]". He was then noticed as having taken "the oathe 
against the parliament" (presumably the royal protestation). This circumstance seems to have 
caused the committee to demand a further payment of £30 on 6 Nov 1644. Kelsall acknowledge his 
debt but claimed that inhabitants and others were refusing to pay him their tithes and other dues 
which the committee ordered they should pay unless they "shew sufficient cause to the contrary". 
As late as 13 May 1645 the whole matter was to be reviewed by four men - two who had paid tithes 
chosen by Kelsall and two who had not paid. On 8 Jul 1646 the Committee for plundered ministers 
ordered that he be sequestered as a delinquent from the vicarage (together with his son John) and 
appointed John Smith c1615-.... as >presbyterian minister who they granted an augmentation of up 
to £50 (from the tithes) to his annual salary of £26/13/4. However Smith was unable to gain access 
to the vicarage and on 23 Jun 1647 the Staffordshire parliamentary committee were instructed to 
assist him to enter. Smith then gained entry with the assistance of soldiers and probably of (? his 
father) William and (? brother) Richard who John Kelsall then prosecuted for assault. In Nov 1648 
Kelsall "alwaies a verie unconscionable and contentious man" had begun 30 lawsuits for tithes. 
Kelsall died, aged 83, and was buried on 12 Jul 1649 at Audley (perhaps as requested "in the parish 
churchyarde ... in or neare the place where my father and mother and wife doe lye"). His will made 
on 8 Jun 1649 was proved under Lichfield on 18 Jul 1649. His personalty was valued at about £20. 
Kelsall married on 21 Sep 1592 at Audley to Ann Beech (d 1648) dau of Andrew Beech (vicar of 
Audley) c1537-1610 by whom he had 4 sons and 2 daughters. John Kelsall (vicar of Audley) 1604- 
1669 was his 3rd son. Gabriel Smith B.A. (presbyterian minister of Talk-on-the-Hill) c1625-1664 
was a grandson.
